Little is known of Mallory in Wells­ 
ville. 
Postmaster Snowden says he 
has had the run for about nine months. 
He made his home at Bellaire, and tooK 
his noon luncheon In Wellsville. 
About three weeks ago Mallory sent 
a money order to a sister residing at 
Syracuse, O., where his relatives live. 
Mallory, just before tho train left 
Wellsville for Bellaire yesterday af 
ternoon, received a bad fall, 
A rail 
road employe threw several letters in 
to tile car. 
Tin* clerk went to pick 
them up. 
As hi* did so, the engim 
backed against tho train, throwing him 
to the floor. 
Ile lay there a few' mo 
ments and then complained of tin* fall 
but continued his run. 
Although the death occurred in Jef­ 
ferson county, the coroner at Steuben 
Ville has not been notified. 
Mallory had $2,000 insurance in the 
relief department of the railway mail 
service. The body will be prepared for 
burial at once and will be shipped to 
Syracuse probably tonight. 
The postal department has ordered 
a clerk from Pittsburg to Wellsville to 
take charge of the mail on the after­ 
noon train to Bellaire.

Mayor Weaver was more determined 
than ever today not to sign the appro­ 


priation ordinance passed by council 
on last Tuesday evening. 
Interviewed 
as to his opinion on the legality of the 
measure, he said: 
"After careful consideration of all 
items in the sem iannual appropriation 
ordinance, I find I cannot approve of 
the following contingent fund items: 
Auditor’s fund, $25; solicitor’s fund, 
$30, and sanitary fund, $50. 
I believe 
those items should be embodied in a 
general contingent fund as provided 
and in accordance with Section 43 of 
the municipal code. 
The new fund 
created would seem to be superfluous 
and should more properly belong to 
the contingent fund, which fund as 
per Section 43 may only be drawn upon 
by ordinance of council to meet unfor­ 
seen emergencies. 
I believe that no 
contingent fund should be appropriated 
to be used at the discretion of any 
board or department, but should re­ 
main within control of council to be 
appropriated by ordinance, two-thirds 
of the members of council sanctioning 
the expenditure of every cent. 
"The uniform system of accounting, 
among other things, provides a check­ 
ing system of all expenditures. 
Sup­ 
pose council should at any time when 
tin* treasury is full, with funds to 
spare, udd a contingent item to each 
fund of say from $5U(i to $1,000—that 
would he a small item, and any of our 
departments could manuge to use it 
Where would he the much 
wanted 
checking system? 
The defense fund 
included in the 
appropriation 
ordl 
nance implies nothing beyond a con 
tingency and if allowed a custodian 
should be named to assume the respon 
Nihility of its 
expenditure. 
There 
should be no indiscriminate employ 
m eet of attorneys to defend the city’s 
interests.” 
The section of the code upon which 
the mayor I uses bis conclusions states 
clearly that a contingent fund can be 
appropriated, but it can only be drawn 
upon by consent of two-thirds of th* 
members of council, and the mayor be 
lieves that the entire amount should 
be together. 
Ho will insist that his 
opinion is right until proven otherwise 
and until then will positively refuse 
to sign the ordinance. 
As stated in 
last evening’s issue of the News Ri 
view there are several amounts that 
must be taken care of in the appropri­ 
ation that the attention of the finance 
com m ittee was not called to and th* 
ordinance would not be In shape to 
be signed tven if the mayor so de 
sired.

Washington, Jan. 21.—Th© house 
passed the Hepburn pure food bill oil 
a rising vote—201 to tis—its oppon­ 
ents being unable to secure a roll call 
on the bill.

misbranded goods and which would 
have compelled the government to 
prove Intent to violate tho law by the 
vendors, was stricken out on a yea 
and nay vote in the house.

The bill fixes tho standards of foods 
and drugs as to their purity, strength 
and character and defines what shall 
be considered adulteration or

branded or adulterated articles. 
The 
secretary of agriculture is given au­ 
thority to employ such chemists, In­ 
spectors, clerks and laborers as may 
be necessary for the enforcement of 
the act.
